Applicant's arguments have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant appears to rehash the arguments presented in the 
previous response. The Examiner has responded to these arguments in the Final Rejection mailed on 31 May 2006. Further, the 
Examiner has fully explained the basis for the rejection of claim 38 in the Office Actions mailed on 2 November 2005 and 31 May 2006. 
The Examiner notes that Levin was relied upon for teaching the basic architecture of the system claimed by Applicant. The Examiner 
provided Otvos to teach subclasses of HDL and LDL. Applicant argues that Otvos fails to teach HDL 2b. The Examiner did not rely upon 
this reference for this feature. The Examiner pointed out that Applicant's Background of the Invention teaches or suggests this feature. 
The Examiner relied upon Krauss to teach using gradient gel electrophoresis. Thus, the Examiner respectfully submits that she has 
clearly pointed out the teachings or suggestions in the prior art and the motivation for their combination, and as such, the rejections of 
claims 22-28 and 38 are maintained.
